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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

Our  front  cover  illustration  this  month  features  a  Renaissance  style  portrait  groat  of 
Henry  VII  (1485-1509).  With  the  possible  exception  of  some  coins  of  King  Offa  of  Mercia 
and  Alfred  the  Great,  this  is  the  first  English  coin  bearing  a  properly  modelled  portrait  and 
brings  to  an  end  a  long  line  of  stylised  medieval  facing  busts.  Although  traditionally  credited 
to  Alexander  of  Bruchal,  evidence  now  virtually  precludes  his  connection  with  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  new  style  portraiture;  more  likely  it  is  the  work  of  John  Sharp.  It  was  also 
the  first  coin  since  Henry  III  to  bear  a  numeral  or  number  after  the  King’s  name.  The  coin 
is  listed  as  E721. 


A  PHANTOM  LONDON  MONEYER?

In  his  comments  on  the  Norman  coins  in  the  Norweb  Sylloge,1  Mr  F.  Elmore  Jones  refers  to 
no.  290  in  the  catalogue  -  a  type  II  penny  of  William  II  by  the  moneyer  Wulstan.  The  mint 
signature  is  given  as  LUNE,  and  the  plate  seems  to  support  this  reading,  with  the  “N”  and 
“E”  being  ligatured.  Mr  Jones  rightly  states  that  the  signature  would  be  unusual  for  London. 
He  further  points  out  that  Wulstan  is  otherwise  unrecorded  for  London  and  that  the 
possibility  opens  that  another  mint  may  have  been  intended.  His  caution  is  amply  justified,  in 
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my  view,  and  the  addition  of  VVulstan  to  the  roster  of  London  moneyers  by  Mr  J.  J.  North,-’  if 
based  solely  on  this  coin,  may  have  to  be  retracted. 

The  key  word  in  Mr  Jones's  comment  is  “intended".  As  others  have  stated  before,  one 
sometimes  must  read  what  was  intended  rather  than  what  actually  seems  to  appear.  I  am 
suggesting  here  that  a  small  die-sinking  error  and  the  crowding  together  of  two  really  separate 
items  has  combined  to  obscure  the  intended  reading.  The  coin  shows  Liira-  ,  the  final 
strokes  being  the  “initial  cross”  with  the  arm  of  the  cross  intruding  onto  the  putative  middle 
bar  of  “E”.  It  is  further  suggested  that  the  final  letter  is  “C"  and  that  Mr  Jones  was  played 
false  by  the  photograph  of  the  plaster  cast  of  the  coin.  Although  I  have  not  seen  the  actual 
coin  or  a  direct  photograph  of  it,  I  suspect  that  the  continuity  of  the  horizontal  stroke  into  the 
preceding  vertical  one  is  an  illusion  created  by  the  method  of  reproducing  the  coin. 
Additionally,  the  die  sinker  has  placed  his  diagonal  stroke  to  make  an  “N"  between  the  wrong 
vertical  strokes,  an  understandable  and  not  unprecendented  error.  The  diagonal  stroke  should 
have  been  placed  between  the  second  and  third  vertical  after  “L"  rather  than  the  third  and 
fourth.  This,  with  the  “initial  cross”  at  a  greater  separation,  would  have  yielded  the  intended 
reading  L1HC  ,  the  signature  for  Lincoln.  Wulstan  is  already  known  at  this  latter  mint 
and  in  this  very  type,  although  from  different  dies3  than  the  Norweb  specimen.  An  obverse  die 
link  with  an  undoubted  Lincoln  reverse  would  clinch  the  matter  but,  even  lacking  that. 
Wulstan  either  should  be  dropped  from  the  London  roster  or  entered  with  a  query.

THE  EVOLUTION  OF  THE  BASE  METAL  HALFPENNY  COINAGE 

OF  ENGLAND

{continued from  last  month) 

Chapter  VI 

BRONZE 

The  introduction  of  the  more  advanced  steam  driven  presses  solved  the  problem  of 
counterfeiting  which  had  consistently  plagued  the  official  copper  coinage.  By  1860  the  half 
penny  coinage  had  evolved  over  nearly  a  thousand  years  from  literally  half  silver  pennies, 
through  round  silver  halfpennies  supplemented  by  unofficial  base  metal  substitutes,  to  official 
base  metal  halfpennies,  initially  extensively  counterfeited,  but  by  the  nineteenth  century  a 
fully  fledged  properly  manufactured  coinage.  Up  until  1860,  except  for  the  brief  and 
disastrous  tin  coinage,  the  metal  of  choice  had  been  copper,  but  pure  copper  is  a  soft  metal 
and  the  coins  therefore  had  a  relatively  short  life.  A  copper  alloy  containing  four  per  cent  tin. 
one  per  cent  zinc,  and  95  per  cent  copper  was  now  considered  as  a  replacement.  This  was,  of 
course,  bronze,  a  much  harder  metal  than  copper  and  one  which  could  not  have  been 
satisfactorily  used  to  produce  coins  using  horse-driven  presses.  However,  the  introduction  of 
steam  power  circumvented  this  problem  and  the  abandonment  of  the  idea  that  coins  should 
necessarily  contain  their  intrinsic  value  makes  it  surprising  that  the  step  from  copper  to 
bronze  was  not  taken  sooner.  Indeed,  this  step  had  already  been  taken  in  France,  beginning  in 
1791  when  sous  had  been  issued  composed  of  equal  parts  of  copper  and  bell  metal  (75% 
copper  and  25%  tin).  This  meant  that  these  coins  contained  87.5%  copper  and  12.5%  tin.  The 
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bell  metal  was  obtained,  as  its  name  implies,  from  church  bells,  and  the  coins  were  conse¬ 
quently  nicknamed  ‘sous  des  cloches'.  The  stringencies  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  when  bell 
metal  was  needed  by  Napoleon  for  the  manufacture  of  cannon,  forced  the  French  authorities 
to  reduce  the  tin  content  to  about  4%  and  a  little  zinc  was  added  to  facilitate  sound  castings. 
On  6  May  1852  it  was  decreed  by  French  law  that  the  bronze  used  for  coinage  should  be 
composed  of  95%  copper,  4%  tin  and  1%  zinc,  and  this  was  the  composition  that  was  used, 
with  minor  adjustments  from  time  to  time,  for  English  bronze  halfpennies  right  up  until  their 
discontinuance  in  1971. 

The  use  of  bronze  initially  presented  difficulties  to  the  Mint  since  they  had  had  no  previous 
experience  in  handling  it.  Ansell  gives  an  account  of  one  method  (which  he  recommended)  of 
preparing  the  bronze  for  coining.  This  involved  melting  the  copper,  adding  the  tin  and  zinc, 
and  pouring  the  mixture  into  a  mould  to  produce  a  metal  strip  24  inches  long,  3  inches  wide, 
and  0.375  inches  thick.  This  was  then  passed  through  a  rolling  mill  several  times  until  it  was 
reduced  to  half  its  original  thickness,  annealed  and  blanched  with  sulphuric  acid.  The  film  of 
oxide  was  then  wiped  off  and  the  bars  further  reduced  before  the  blanks  were  cut.  The  blanks 
were  then  annealed  in  copper  tubes,  allowed  to  cool,  and  were  then  ready  for  striking.93  The 
next  problem  came  with  striking  the  coins  since,  although  the  steam  operated  presses  were 
much  more  powerful  than  horse-driven  ones,  even  these  were  not  capable  of  producing  such 
high  relief  in  bronze  as  in  copper  and  this  had  to  be  modified: 

‘In  the  first  instance  the  engraver  of  these  latter  (the  dies  for  the  obverse  and  reverse)  -  Mr. 
Leonard  Wyon  -  in  his  natural  desire  to  give  bold  reliefs  to  the  devices  which  had  been 
sanctioned  by  her  Majesty,  had  made  them  too  bold.  Hence  it  was  found  next  to  an 
impossibility  to  stamp  the  blanks,  an  operation  performed  usually  at  the  rate  of  sixty  or 
seventy  a  minute,  without  “smashing"  the  dies'.94 

This  ‘smashing'  of  the  dies  must  have  been  a  constant  problem  during  the  early  years 
following  1860  because  a  large  number  of  die  varieties  have  been  recorded  for  the  bronze 
coinage  during  1860  and  1861.  It  should,  however,  be  remembered  that  a  very  large  mintage 
was  achieved  during  this  period  (over  £1,000,000  worth  during  the  first  three  years)  and  that 
the  coins  were  struck  at  at  least  three  different  locations  (i.e.  the  Mint  itself,  Messrs  Boulton  & 
Watt,  and  Messrs  Ralph  Heaton  &  Sons,  both  of  Birmingham).  This  practice  of  farming  out 
some  or  all  of  the  work  was  of  course  not  new,  and  continued  into  the  twentieth  century,  half¬ 
pennies  from  time  to  time  being  struck  by  Heatons,  e.g.  1874,  and  bearing  a  small  H  below 
the  date.  By  the  late  nineteenth  century  this  practice  was  properly  controlled  and  the  type  of 
corruption  that  had  occurred  during  the  last  decade  of  the  seventeenth  century  with  the 
Godolphin  et  al.  coinage  did  not  recur. 

An  interesting  insight  into  the  method  of  die  manufacture  is  given  by  Ansell  who,  writing  in 
1871  stated: 

‘In  the  making  of  a  matrix,  the  steel  is  softened  to  different  extents  by  different  engravers, 
but  all  soften  more  or  less.  The  steel  having  been  softened,  the  engraver  cuts  with  a  kind  of 
hand  chisel,  by  a  motion  of  the  wrist,  such  design  as  may  be  required,  and  after  many 
months  of  work  produces  a  finished  matrix,  from  which  he  requires  to  produce  many 
copies,  because  this  one  matrix  would  itself  soon  wear  out.  and  by  frequent  use  would  be 
exposed  to  risk.'95 

The  matrix  was  therefore  hardened  so  that  it  could  impart  its  design  to  another  piece  of  steel, 
and  this  was  done  by  Fixing  an  iron  ring  around  its  upper  part  so  that  the  engraved  part 
formed  the  bottom  of  a  cup.  This  cup  was  then  packed  with  ‘a  paste  made  of  beer  grounds 
and  Fine  charcoal  which  is  found  behind  the  flue  of  the  forge  . . .'  It  was  then  heated  and  sub¬ 
sequently  cooled  in  a  stream  of  water,  by  a  well-deFined  process,  which  had  been  in  use  ‘for 
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more  than  30  years'  (i.e.  since  at  least  1840).  The  paste  of  charcoal  was  then  removed  and  the 
face  of  the  die  cleaned  with  hydrochloric  acid.  It  was  then  tempered  by  heating  and  cooled  in 
water  or  oil,  after  which  it  was  polished  and  was  then  ready  for  use.  The  method  of  transfer 
ring  the  engraving  to  the  punches  required  the  matrix  to  be  fitted  into  a  press  with  the  punch 
positioned  on  top  and  a  light  blow'  given.  The  punch  was  then  heated,  cooled  and  cleaned  and 
a  second  light  blow  given  under  the  press  and  so  on  until  the  punch  was  to  the  required  depth. 

Victorian  bronze  halfpennies  fall  into  two  main  categories,  the  young  head  issue,  1860-95, 
and  the  old  head  issue  of  1895  to  1901.  The  dies  for  the  young  head  coinage  were  engraved 
by  Leonard  Charles  Wyon  and  bear  on  the  obverse  the  bust  of  Victoria  facing  left  sur 
rounded  by  the  legend  VICTORIA  D  :  G  :  BRITT  :  REG  :  F  :  D  :  and  the  reverse  has 
Britannia  with  the  legend  HALF  PENNY. 

The  old  head  issue  was  engraved  by  G.  W.  de  Saulles  and  has  on  the  obverse  the  veiled 
head  of  Victoria  facing  left  with  the  legend  VICTORIA  •  DEI  •  GRA  •  BRITT  •  REGINA  • 
FID  •  DEF  •  IND  •  IMP  •  and  the  reverse  has  Britannia  with  the  legend  HALF  PENNY. 
This  reverse  was,  in  fact,  copied  from  that  of  L.  C.  Wyon,  although  with  some  alteration. 
There  are  many  die  varieties  within  each  year  of  the  Victorian  bronze  halfpenny  series  and 
these  have  been  very  carefully  recorded  by  Peck96  and  more  recently  by  Freeman97  and  really 
do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  the  present  study.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Victorian  bronze 
halfpennies  were  issued  every  year  from  1860  to  1901. 

The  halfpennies  of  Edward  VII  were  again  engraved  by  G.  W.  de  Saulles  bearing  on  the 
obverse  the  King's  head  to  right  and  the  legend  EDWARDVS  VII  DEI  GRA  :  BRITT  : 
OMN  :  REX  FID  :  DEF  :  IND  :  IMP  :  and  the  reverse  bears  Britannia  and  the  legend 
HALF  PENNY.  The  coins  were  struck  from  1902  to  1910  inclusive. 

The  same  reverse  was  used  on  the  halfpennies  of  George  V  from  1911  to  1925.  with  the 
obverse  bearing  the  King's  head  facing  left  and  the  legend  GEORGIVS  V  DEI  GRA  : 
BRITT  :  OMN  :  REX  FID  :  DEF  :  IND  :  IMP  : 

In  1923  the  proportion  of  tin  in  the  bronze  was  altered  so  that  the  coins  then  contained 
95.5%  copper.  3%  tin,  and  1.5%  zinc.  This  meant  that  they  were  slightly  softer  and  could  be 
more  easily  rolled  and  struck.  In  1925  the  design  on  the  halfpennies  was  slightly  altered  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  the  so-called  ‘ghosting'  effect.  This  effect  is  apparent  on  many  of  the  bronze 
coins  of  Edward  VII  and  George  V  where  a  slight  ghost  of  the  monarch’s  head  can  be  seen  on 
the  reverse  of  the  coin.  This  problem  was  not  overcome  until  1928  when  a  smaller  bust  was 
introduced. 

No  halfpennies  were  issued  during  the  brief  reign  of  Edw'ard  VIII  but  specimen  coins  exist 
bearing  on  the  obverse  the  bust  of  the  King  facing  left  with  the  legend  EDWARDVS  VIII  D  : 
G  :  BR  :  OMN  :  REX  F  :  D  :  IND  :  IMP.  The  reverse  design  is  by  T.  H.  Paget,  the  so-called 
ship  design,  and  suggests  that  had  the  coinage  been  issued  then  Britannia  would  at  last  have 
been  replaced.  This  new  reverse  design  was,  in  fact,  used  for  the  currency  halfpennies  of 
George  VI  and  Elizabeth  II.  The  obverse  of  the  halfpennies  of  George  VI  have  the  bust  of  the 
King  to  the  left  with  the  legend  GEORGIVS  VI  D  :  G  :  BR  :  OMN  :  REX  F  :  D  :  IND  : 
IMP.  although  the  IND  IMP  was  dropped  in  1949  and  the  legend  became  GEORGIVS  VI  D 
:  G  :  BR  :  OMN  :  REX  FIDEI  DEF.  The  reverse  bore  Sir  Francis  Drake's  Golden  Hind  to 
left  with  the  legend  HALF  PENNY.  Halfpennies  of  George  VI  exist  bearing  all  of  the  dates 
1937-52. 

Halfpennies  of  Elizabeth  II  exist  for  the  years  1953-60  and  1962-67.  Those  of  1953  differ 
from  the  later  issue  in  the  obverse  legend,  which  reads  ELIZABETH  II  DEI  GRA  :  BRITT  : 
OMN  :  REGINA  :  F  :  D  :  for  1953.  but  ELIZABETH  •  II  •  DEI  •  GRATIA  •  REGINA  •  F 
:  D  :  on  subsequent  dates. 

The  reverse  is  as  on  the  halfpennies  of  George  VI  although  a  number  of  die  varieties  occur. 
The  year  1971  saw  the  demonetisation  of  the  halfpenny  coinage  following  the  introduction  of 
the  decimal  system  and  the  end  of  300  years  of  base  metal  halfpennies. 
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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Greek  Imperial  Coins  and  their  Values:  the  Local  Coinage  of  the  Roman  Empire.  By  David  R.  Sear. 
London:  Seaby  Publications  Ltd.,  1982.  pp.  xxxv  +  636,  about  1,750  coins  illustrated  in  the  text,  10 
maps.  22.5  x  14.5  cm.  Hardback.  Price:  £27.50  or  $55  (plus  postage  £2/$4). 

This  handsome  and  substantial  volume  crowns  Mr  Sear’s  association  with  B.A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  and  by 
undertaking  it  Seaby's  perform  not  the  least  of  their  outstanding  services  to  numismatics.  The  book  is 
uniform  in  all  but  binding  with  their  most  recent  catalogues,  notably  Mr  Sear’s  two  volumes  of  Greek 
Coins  (1978,  1979),  and  his  Roman  Coins  (3rd  ed.  1981).  The  secret  of  success  of  all  these  catalogues, 
as  of  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  British  Coins ,  lies  partly  in  their  conciseness  and  general  reliability, 
and  partly  in  the  abundance  of  first-class  illustrations,  the  very  thing  the  novice  -  not  only  the  novice  - 
and  the  busy  museum  curator  want.  Here  Mr  Purvey  has  provided,  by  courtesy  of  the  National  cabinet 
in  London  and  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  for  the  most  part,  a  feast.  The  portraits  are  remarkable 
(sometimes  astonishingly  good.  nos.  1416,  2002  for  example),  and  must  in  many  cases  have  been  copied 
from  Roman  sestertii  or  medallions.  The  reverses  are  often  elaborate,  showing  buildings  in  the  queer 
perspective  which  the  work  of  Martin  Price  and  Bluma  Trell  has  helped  us  in  latter  years  to  understand 
a  little  better  -  and,  among  others,  mythological  scenes,  some  famous  in  numismatic  writings  from 
Spanheim  onwards.  Of  course,  the  coins  depicted  with  such  marvellous  skill  and  taste  are  not  those 
priced  in  the  margin,  but  the  very  best  that  could  be  found,  and  would  be  likely  to  cost  several  times  the 
modest  prices  suggested  for  the  bulk  of  the  material  which,  as  many  collectors  will  know,  is  usually  to 
be  found  only  in  a  dreadfully  worn  or  pitted  state.  Attention  is  drawn  to  this,  prominently,  many  times, 
as  is  just  as  well. 

So  much  for  general  appearances.  It  is  not  difficult  to  master  the  basic  Greek  needed  to  pick  out  the 
legends;  and  there  is  good  help  in  the  introductory  sections,  which  conclude  with  a  table  of  the  com¬ 
monest  dating-eras  employed.  The  transcriptions  here  and  in  the  text  have  been  done  with  great  care 
and  the  reviewer  has  not  noticed  errors.  The  bulk  of  the  book  consists  of ‘Greek  Imperial’  coins  proper 
-  those  bearing  the  names  and  portraits  of  the  Roman  emperors  and  their  families.  It  is  at  this  point  that 
we  are  confronted  with  Mr  Sear’s  great  change.  Of  course  the  British  Museum  Catalogue ,  and  others 
dealing  with  the  series  in  whole  or  in  part,  consider  each  Greek  mint  from  its  start  often  in  the  archaic 
period,  and  run  right  down  to  the  Imperial  Roman,  so  that  we  see  at  a  glance  its  development  and 
decline.  Mr  Sear  has  looked  at  things  the  other  way,  and  deals  with  this  vast  coinage  reign  by  reign  (and 
within  each  reign,  by  the  established  geographical  sequence).  Thus  the  coins  appear  as  an  adjunct  -  as 
they  undoubtedly  were  -  to  the  ordinary  Roman  state  coinage,  and  the  pattern  with  its  Severan  climax 
comes  through  very  boldly. 

Is  it  a  success?  One’s  mind  becomes  conditioned  to  set  ways,  and  it  takes  time  to  tell  the  best  answer 
to  such  a  question;  but  obviously,  at  a  very  basic  level,  a  chronological  framework  is  going  to  suit  many 
collectors,  for  the  imperial  heads  are  easily  enough  identified,  and  on  the  whole  one  can  find  here  about 
the  same  proportion  of  mentioned,  and  in  many  cases  illustrated,  coins  as  one  finds  in  the  other  Seaby 
catalogues.  For  the  beginner,  the  book  will  be  ideal  and  he  will  learn  a  good  deal  about  the  geography  of 
the  whole  Greek  East  than  the  other  way  would  have  allowed  without  much  more  pains.  The  maps  at 
the  back  are  good  plain  ones.  So  what  is  sauce  for  the  goose  is  sauce  for  the  gander.  At  a  higher  level  it 
is  certainly  historically  sound  too,  provided  it  is  the  general  rather  than  the  particular  picture  that  one  is 
after.  So  a  qualified  ‘yes’  to  the  question  and  a  promise  to  become  more  enthusiastic  as  familiarity  with 
this  great  new  catalogue  increases! 

The  extraordinarily  lively  Greek  Imperials  ceased  (except  at  Alexandria)  at  much  the  same  time  as 
Rome  herself  ceased  to  coin  aes.  But  of  course  the  coinages  concerned  also  include  many  without 
imperial  title  or  bust,  with  the  same  time-span;  and  these  are  catalogued  too.  Lastly  comes  a  section  of 
coinages  contemporary  with  the  Roman  Empire  but  issued  by  the  peripheral  states  -  including  the 
dynasts  of  late  pre-Roman  Britain,  already  covered  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  English  coins  and 
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looking  rather  strange  here  too;  Thrace,  the  Bosphorus.  Judaea,  etc.  The  hook  ends  with  a  schedule  of 
the  mints  and  a  list  of  rulers.  There  are,  according  to  my  reckoning.  622  mints  in  this  schedule;  and  such 
is  the  measure  of  the  labour  of  condensation,  selection  and  skilful  knowledge  which  Mr  Sear  has 
brought  to  the  subject.  Is  the  price  high?  Surely  not.  George  C.  Boon 

Russian  Coins  of  the  X-XI  Centuries  A.D.  By  M.  P.  Sotnikova  and  I.  G.  Spasski.  Translated  from  the 
Russian  by  H.  Barlett  Wells.  British  Archaeological  Reports,  International  Series,  136,  1982.  Pp.  297, 
27  plates.  £15.00  (plus  £2  postage). 

The  sub  title  of  this  work,  'Recent  research  and  a  corpus  in  commemoration  of  the  millenary  of  the 
earliest  Russian  coinage',  does  not  wholly  do  justice  to  its  contents:  it  is  not  only  a  definitive  record  of 
all  the  known  specimens  and  their  provenances,  but  also  a  detailed  account  of  all  the  research  done  on 
the  subject  since  the  early  19th  century.  The  'millenary',  on  the  other  hand,  is  not  meant  to  be  taken 
quite  literally,  for  the  coins,  bearing  Christian  symbols,  can  hardly  antedate  the  baptism  of  Vladimir  in 
988.  It  is  apparent  that  the  authors  have  here  merely  wanted  to  pay  tribute  to  the  1882  corpus  by  I.  I. 
Tolstoi,  which  was  intended  to  mark  the  900th  anniversary  of  the  coinage  and  which  'inaugurated  a  new' 
phase'  in  its  investigation. 

The  first  coins  of  Russia  appear  to  have  been  issued  between  988  and  1019,  and  mostly  in  Kiev. 
Eleven  gold  pieces  or  zlatniki  and  330  silver  pieces,  srebreniki .  are  known  today  (but  see  infra).  On  the 
reverse  (obverse?)  of  the  gold  and  of  type  I  of  silver  there  is  an  image  of  the  Pantocrator  very  similar  to 
that  of  the  Byzantine  coins  of  the  period.  Otherwise  the  types  of  the  coins  are  not  imitative.  On  all  of 
them  there  appears  a  curious  trident  like  sign  known  as  the  'family  emblem  of  the  princes  of  the  line  of 
Rurik'. 

A  series  of  strikingly  beautiful  srebreniki  has  been  attributed  to  Novgorod,  while  a  number  of  cruder 
pieces  of  the  same  type  may  well  have  been  produced  by  an  imitative  workshop  in  Sweden.  Their 
Scandinavian  origin  was  suggested  already  bv  Tolstoi,  and  some  of  the  miliaresion  imitations  recently 
published  by  Brita  Maimer  in  Studies  in  Northern  Coinages  of  the  Eleventh  Century  (Kobenhavn,  1981, 
see  PI.  I V )  exhibit  stylistical  similarities.  The  coins  of  the  Novgorod  type  are  of  good  silver,  but  the  same 
is  not  true  of  the  more  numerous  Kievan  srebreniki .  many  of  which  are  quite  base. 

The  authors  aim  at  documentation  and  careful  sifting  of  the  evidence  rather  than  canvassing  new 
ideas.  Much  attention  is  paid  to  the  history  of  the  research  -  a  feature  characteristic  of  antiquarian 
study  in  the  U.S.S.R.  The  important  19th  century  hoards  and  their  fates  are  described  with  a  mastery 
witnessing  long  familiarity  with  the  subject.  Not  all  of  it  is  easy  reading,  but  there  are  entertaining 
passages,  too,  like  a  numismatic  poem  by  W.  v.  Tiesenhausen,  and  the  sad  story  of  the  owner  of  the  first 
known  zlatnik  who  'not  parting  with  his  treasure  nevertheless  lost  the  gold  coin  while  out  for  a  walk'. 

Although  the  authors  have  clearly  done  their  best  to  record  the  material  in  its  entirety,  tracking  dowm 
twelve  specimens  in  foreign  collections,  they  have  missed  three  srebreniki  in  Helsinki.  These  three  coins, 
belonging  to  the  types  II  and  III  of  Vladimir,  are  from  unpublished  dies.  Their  provenances  are  not 
known,  but  the  1852  Nezhin  hoard  is  a  likely  source.  Tuukka  Talvio 
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The  Rediscovery  of  Ancient  Egypt:  Artists  and  Travellers  in  the  19th  Century.  By  Peter  A.  Clayton.

From  the  fall  of  Rome  to  the  18th  century  'ancient  Egypt'  was  hardly  more  than  a  myth.  Napoleon's 
expedition  in  1798  lifted  the  veil  and  the  next  fifty  years  were  years  of  revelation.  The  larger  part  of  this 
book  takes  the  form  of  a  journey  up  the  Nile  from  Alexandria  to  Abu  Simbel  in  the  company  of  the 
early  explorers  and  artists.  The  sites  and  monuments  are  seen  through  the  eyes  of  the  artists  themselves: 
Napoleon's  artists,  especially  Vivant  Denon;  David  Roberts;  Edw'ard  Lear  (of  nonsense  verse  fame); 
Charles  Barry  (better  known  for  his  Houses  of  Parliament),  and  many  others.  Denon  records  his 
immense  excitement  and  his  various  local  scrapes  he  got  into;  Belzoni,  the  problems  of  moving  a 
colossal  statue  and  of  finding  the  entrances  to  the  great  temple  at  Abu  Simbel  and  to  the  second 
pyramid  at  Giza.  There  is  a  lengthy  historical  introduction  and  commentary  and  therein  lies  not  only  the 
Egyptological  and  and  artistic  interest  but  also  the  numismatic,  for  some  twenty  commemorative 
medals  are  featured  in  the  illustrations.  They  range  from  Pope  Sixtus  V  and  the  Egyptian  obelisks  he 
erected  in  Rome,  to  medallions  for  the  French  and  British  in  Egypt  in  1798-1801.  Belzoni's  opening  of 
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the  Giza  pyramid,  David  Roberts,  etc.  (In  passing  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  most  of  the  medallions,  all 
from  the  author's  collection,  have  been  supplied  by  B.A.S.  during  the  last  fifteen  years  or  so.) 

1  he  book  is  beautifully  produced  and  will  be  of  interest  to  very  many  people  in  the  different  fields  of 
Egyptology,  art  history  and  commemorative  medals.  As  the  publisher  notes,  ‘Everywhere,  the  number 
of  visitors  has  increased  immeasurably.  These  pages  allow  us  to  see  ancient  Egypt  as  no  one  will  ever 
see  it  again'. 
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Buried  coins  declared  treasure  trove.  A  hoard  of  ancient  silver  coins  found  by  a  farmer  planting  a  tree  is 
treasure  trove,  it  was  decided  on  Monday.  The  collection  of  860  tiny  pure  silver  coins  was  the  largest  of 
its  kind  ever  discovered,  an  inquest  at  March  Police  Station  heard.  A  British  Museum  expert  said  the 
coins  were  a  ‘remarkable  discovery’.  Most  are  more  than  2,000  years  old.  The  inquest,  called  to  decide 
if  the  coins  were  treasure  trove,  heard  they  were  buried  under  an  orchard  at  Field  Baulk,  March.  Mr 
Sam  Hills,  who  owns  the  farm  with  his  nephew,  Mr  Clive  Hills,  hit  lucky  when  he  was  planting  an  apple 
tree  earlier  this  year.  He  dug  two  feet  down  and  saw  small,  round,  green -coloured  objects.  He  found 
about  40,  as  well  as  what  looked  like  half  a  pot.  Thinking  they  were  coins,  he  telephoned  his  nephew 
Clive.  Mr  Clive  Hills  took  several  coins  home  to  clean  and  thought  they  were  silver.  The  two  men 
searched  the  soil  the  next  morning  and  found  about  800  coins. 

They  contacted  Dr  Timothy  Potter,  a  British  Museum  expert  originating  from  March.  He  examined 
the  coins  and  the  three  men  took  them  to  March  Police  Station.  The  coins  and  their  pot  container  which 
was  almost  intact,  were  taken  to  the  British  Museum.  Dr  Potter  returned  a  week  later  with  a  team  to 
excavate  the  area.  More  coins  were  found,  bringing  the  total  to  860.  Dr  Potter  said  the  pot  dated  to  AD 
60.  the  same  as  the  latest  of  the  coins.  The  hoard  was  therefore,  buried  in  AD  60  or  some  time 
afterwards.  They  belonged  to  the  East  Anglian  Iceni  tribe  and  he  thought  they  could  have  been  buried 
following  an  uprising  against  the  Romans  led  by  Queen  Boadicea.  “In  times  of  trouble  and  uncertainty, 
people  put  their  fortune  in  the  ground,"  said  Dr  Potter.  He  added  that  several  smaller  discoveries  of 
Iceni  coins  had  been  found  in  the  March  area,  possibly  buried  in  the  uprising.  The  coroner’s  jury  ruled 
that  the  coins  had  been  deliberately  hidden  and  were  therefore  treasure  trove. 

The  coroner,  Mr  William  Morris,  said  the  treasure  would  be  taken  on  behalf  of  The  Crown.  Mr  Sam 
Hills  will  receive  Government  Compensation  for  his  find.  Fenland  Advertiser,  18  August. 

Farmer  unearths  golden  history.  The  glint  of  a  gold  coin  caught  farmer  Richard  Llewellyn’s  eye  as  he 
was  out  baling.  And  now  the  Llewellyn  family  of  Chillies  Farm,  High  Hurstwood,  may  be  £160  better 
off  -  because  the  find  turned  out  to  be  a  gold  solidus  minted  between  AD  393  and  423  by  the  Roman 
Emperor  Honorius.  This  week  the  Llewellyns  were  waiting  to  hear  whether  the  coin  was  treasure  trove. 
If  they  are  allowed  to  keep  it,  Mr  Llewellyn  plans  to  add  it  to  a  necklace  for  his  wife. 

“We  caught  its  glint  as  we  were  out  baling,"  he  said.  “It  was  half  in  the  ground  and  half  out.  It  was  in 
absolutely  perfect  condition,  as  though  it  had  just  been  minted.  We  have  an  interest  in  archaeology. 
We  have  found  pot  sherds  and  flints  before,  but  never  anything  Roman.  Mind  you,  we  do  have  Roman 
remains  near  here  and  the  find  has  not  surprised  me  unduly.’’ 

Mrs  Llewellyn  took  the  coin  to  the  Barbican  House  Museum  at  Lewes  for  identification.  Curator 
Miss  Fiona  Marsden  dated  it  and  P.C.  Terry  Scully,  the  coroner's  officer,  took  temporary  possession. 
The  British  Museum  made  the  valuation,  and  this  week  the  county  coroner  was  due  to  decide  on 
ownership.  Sussex  Express  &  County  Herald,  27  August. 

A  gold  coin  is  subject  of  inquest.  Probably  the  first  ever  “treasure  trove”  inquest  to  be  held  on  the  Island 
takes  place  at  Ryde  Town  Hall  on  Tuesday.  Mr  J.  S.  K.  Chesterton,  Island  coroner,  will  be  holding  the 
inquest  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  1 5th  century  gold  coin,  found  by  Mr  Bob  Cronin,  of  Mill  Road,  Y ar- 
mouth,  while  he  was  weeding  his  garden,  is  treasure  trove.  The  coin  was  minted  soon  after  the  death  of 
Henry  VIII.  and  is  thought  to  be  worth  over  £300. 

The  purpose  of  the  inquest  will  be  to  find  out  if  the  coin  was  lost  or  hidden,  and  whether  there  is  an 
identifiable  owner.  If  it  is  impossible  to  establish  an  owner,  then  the  “treasure”  will  go  to  the  Crown. 
Interviewed  for  a  County  Press  article  on  treasure  trove  a  month  ago,  Mr  Chesterton  said  that  no  such 
inquest  had  been’ held  on  the  Island  in  the  last  30  years  at  least.  Isle  of  Wight  County  Press,  20  August. 

Falklands  Medal  on  parade.  The  South  Atlantic  Medal,  1982,  will  be  worn  for  the  first  time  during  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  London's  Salute  to  the  Task  Force  on  Oct.  12,  when  1,200  Falkland  veterans  will  take 
part  in  the  parade.  They  are  being  given  priority  delivery  of  the  medal  which  eventually  will  be  received 
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by  up  to  19,000  other  Servicemen,  civil  servants  and  authorised  war  correspondents  who  were  involved 
in  the  Falklands  war.  Those  closely  involved  with  the  battle  for  the  Falklands  will  be  entitled  to  add  a 
distinguishing  rosette  on  their  medal,  which  bears  a  ribbon  of  blue,  white  and  green.  A  Ministry  of 
Defence  committee  has  approved  a  design  for  the  cupro-nickel  medal  which  bears  the  head  of  the 
Queen  on  one  side  and  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  Falkland  Islands  on  the  reverse.  This  is  a  shield  divided 
by  a  horizontal  wavy  line  into  two  halves.  The  upper  shows  a  hornless  ram  standing  on  tussock  grass. 
In  the  lower  half  is  an  illustration  of  the  ship.  "The  Desire”  above  the  islands'  motto  “Desire  the  Right.” 
The  Daily  Telegraph,  28  September. 

Falkland  Islands  Coin  Sets.  The  Royal  Mint  has  announced  that  it  will  be  issuing  a  proof  set  of  1982 
dated  Falkland  Island  coins  for  collectors  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  overseas.  The  sets  will  contain  the 
Falkland  Island  standard  coinage,  50,  10.  5,  2,  1  and  y  penny  coins  struck  in  proof  quality  and  will 
include  the  new  20  pence  coin  which  has  been  issued  in  the  Falklands  for  the  first  time  in  1982.  This  20 
pence  coin  portrays  on  the  reverse  a  Falkland  sheep  and  was  designed  and  modelled  by  Robert  Elderton 
of  the  Royal  Mint.  The  total  issue  limit  for  this  proof  coinage  has  been  set  at  only  10,000  by  the 
Falkland  Islands  Legislative  Council,  and  on  no  account  will  the  comparatively  small  issue  limit  be 
exceeded. 

Some  of  the  sets  will  be  available  containing  the  Falkland  Islands  Liberation  Crown  in  addition  to  the 
standard  coinage.  This  historic  legal  tender  coin  was  designed  and  sculptured  by  Philip  Nathan,  FRBS., 
and  shows  on  the  reverse  the  Falkland  Islands  Coat  of  Arms  superimposed  over  the  Union  Flag  with 
the  inscription  "Liberation  -  14th  June  1982”.  The  obverse  features  the  famous  Arnold  Machin  portrait 
of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  which  appears  on  all  the  Falkland  Islands  coinage.  Only  25.000 
proof  silver  crowns  have  been  authorised,  of  which  a  maximum  of  5,000  have  been  reserved  for  inclu 
sion  in  these  proof  sets.  The  standard  proof  sets  will  cost  £18.95  each  and  the  edition  including  the  silver 
crown  will  cost  £42.00  each.  Full  details  of  these  historic  issues  may  be  obtained  from  the  Royal  Mint 
Coin  Club,  P.O.  Box  500,  Cardiff,  CF1  1HH.  Press  Release,  18  September. 

Plazzotta  Medallion  Collection.  These  medallions,  on  view  to  the  public  as  a  collection  for  the  first  time 
at  a  private  view  at  the  Naval  and  Military  Club,  Piccadilly,  on  27  September,  are  by  the  Italian  born 
sculptor  Enzo  Plazzotta.  Always  keen  to  experiment,  even  in  the  last  year  of  his  life  (1981),  Plazzotta 
had  been  particularly  inspired  in  this  art  form  by  his  collector  friend  Professor  Mario  Montuori,  until 
recently  Director  of  the  Italian  Institute  of  Culture  in  London.  Plazzotta  regarded  the  medallion  as  a 
sculpture  in  miniature.  His  interest  lay  in  developing  some  of  his  favourite  sculptural  themes  on  a  small 
scale,  depicting  the  forms  in  high  relief  and  thereby  losing  as  little  of  the  three  dimensional  aspect  as 
possible,  thus  avoiding  an  overall  flat  appearance.  One  medallion  is  based  on  the  famous  drawing  of  the 
Vitruvian  Man,  and  a  monumental  version  of  this  is  to  stand  in  London's  Belgrave  Square 
(appropriately  the  location  of  the  Italian  Institute  of  Culture)  as  Plazzotta’s  tribute  to  his  fellow 
countryman  Leonardo  da  Vinci. 

In  May  1982  The  Royal  Mint  selected  two  of  the  medallions  -  ‘Crouching  Girl'  and  ‘Leonardo  da 
Vinci’  -  to  be  displayed  in  their  showcase  at  the  Royal  Academy’s  summer  exhibition.  A  set  of 
Plazzotta's  medallions  has  been  added  to  The  British  Museum's  collection  of  contemporary  medallions. 

The  medallions  may  now  be  viewed  (and  purchased)  at  the  Garden  Studio,  22  Cathcart  Road, 
London  SW  10  9NN  (tel :  0 1  -352-7493),  along  with  examples  of  Plazzotta's  sculptural  work.  Plazzotta's 
sculptural  work  is  not  to  be  overlooked,  it  has  an  immediacy  and  delight  in  form  and  line  that  is  most 
attractive.  Some,  such  as  his  bronze  of  a  young  lad  carrying  a  smaller  boy  on  his  back  that  he  created 
for  the  Boys'  Town  Center.  Omaha  University,  has  a  poignancy  brought  out  even  more  by  the  legend 
on  the  plinth,  "He  ain't  heavy.  Father . .  .  he's  m'brother'.  Intending  visitors  are  requested  to  telephone 
first  to  avoid  disappointment  just  in  case  they  arrive  at  a  time  when  the  studio  might  be  closed.

Al  Mu'tazz  Billah.  The  article  on  Al-Mu'tazz  Billah's  dinar  of  AH.  251  of  Damascus  in  your  August 
edition  (pp.  248--50),  leads  me  to  raise  the  following  points: 

1.  As  M.  R.  Broome  stated,  'the  coin  evidence  brought  together  shows  a  much  wider  spread  of  public 
support  for  Al  Mu'tazz  in  that  year. .  .’ 

2.  Dirhams  have  been  recorded  from  Arminiya.  Fars,  Isbahan  Mahal  Kufa,  Nisibin  in  addition  to 
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Damascus.  The  geographic  position  on  the  tnap  shows  that,  aside  from  Damascus,  all  these  towns  were 
in  the  1  urkish  or  Persian  territories  under  the  control  of  elements  faithful  to  the  Turkish  generals  in 
Sammerra. 

3.  The  support  of  Damascus  seems  to  have  a  different  reason  or  background;  the  historic  sequences 
presuppose  the  loyalty  of  the  governor  of  this  town  to  Al-Must'in  and  not  to  Al  Mu'tazz. 

About  this  particular  point  Mr  Broome  and  I  disagree.  His  assumption  is  that  the  dinar  was  struck  by 
Al-Nawshari,  governor  ol  Damascus,  possibly  in  an  effort  to  back  the  winning  party  and  to  maintain 
his  governorship  as  support  spread  for  Al-Mu'tazz.  This  opinion  is  based  on  the  simple  fact  that  no  con¬ 
temporary  authority  reported  any  change  in  the  governorship  of  Damascus  before  AH.  252. 

My  opinion  is  that  'Isa  ibin  Shaykh  is  the  one  who  struck  the  AH.  25  1  dinar  of  Damascus  as  well  as 
the  other  silver  coins,  and  not  al-Nawshari.  This  assumption  is  based  on  the  supposition  that  'Isa  ibin 
Shaykh  captured  Damascus  twice;  the  first  time  for  a  short  period  in  AH.  251  and  the  second  time  in 
AH.  252.  This  opinion  also  depends  on  contemporary  authorities,  but  in  a  negative  sense: 

1.  There  is  no  evidence  or  indication  whatsoever  that  Al-Nawshari  changed  loyalty,  a  factor  that 
permits,  to  a  certain  extent,  another  explanation.  Moreover,  the  change  in  loyalty  happened  almost  as 
soon  as  the  dispute  in  Iraq  occurred.  In  my  opinion,  the  fact  that  all  the  known  coins,  whether  gold  or 
silver,  of  AH.  251  from  Damascus  were  struck  in  the  name  of  Al  Mu’tazz  Billah  is  an  indication  that 
cannot  be  disregarded;  the  change  occurred  very  early  in  AH.  25  1.  when  it  was  still  uncertain  who  of  the 
two  rivals  would  win  the  final  battle.  So  if  it  was  Al-Nawshari  who  struck  the  dinar,  he  should  have  had 
a  different  reason,  because  this  uncertainty  lasted  almost  a  complete  year. 

2.  The  reported  accounts  are  not  precise  enough.  The  given  data  cannot  always  be  described  as 
relevant;  sometimes  the  statements  seem  to  be  not  reliable  enough,  for  instance:  Al-Ya'qubi’s  account  of 
the  operation  led  by  Al-Nawshari  against  ’Isa  ibin  Shaykh  ended  with  the  death  of  Al-Nawshari 
(according  to  the  original  Arabic  Text)  which  is  of  course  not  true.  This  is  why,  I  suppose,  M.  Canard’s 
article  on  Ibin  Shaykh  comments:  ‘if  Ya'qubi  is  to  be  believed. ,  .’,  at  least  this  can  be  one  of  the 
justifications  of  this  comment. 

3.  Almost  all  Arabic  references  state  that  Ibin  Shaykh  seized  Damascus,  benefitting  from  the  dispute  in 
Iraq.  However,  the  disagreement  seems  to  centre  around  the  exact  date  of  this  act,  the  earliest 
mentioned  reports  it*  to  have  had  occurred  in  AH.  252.  Two  citations  raised  my  suspicions  to  the 
possibility  that  maybe  the  capture  of  Damascus  occured  first  in  AH.  251,  almost  as  soon  as  the  news 
spread  from  Sammerra  about  the  investiture  of  Al-Mu’tazz.  These  citations  are: 

a  The  general  agreement  that  Ibin  Shaykh  benefitted  from  the  dispute  in  Iraq.  There  were  many 
disputes  in  Iraq  at  that  period,  the  biggest  of  them  started  in  AH.  251.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  AH. 
252  it  became  quieter,  especially  after  the  abdication  of  Al -Musta'in. 
b  Al-Ya'qubi  mentioned  that  Al-Nawshari  fought  against  Ibin  Shaykh  in  Jordan  because  he  took  time 
to  swear  allegiance  to  Al-Mu’tazz.  Both  the  action  of  Al  Nawshari  and  the  reaction  of  Ibin  Shaykh 
are  unconvincing.  Allegiance  to  a  new  Caliph  was  to  be  sworn  by  the  governors  in  the  territories. 
Ibin  Shaykh  was  certainly  not  a  governor  then,  he  was  most  probably  a  military  commander 
(references  do  not  agree  about  this  point)  who  served  under  the  direct  command  of  Al-Mutawakkil 
and  his  son  Ibrahim  Al-Mu'ayyad,  who  was  in  prison  with  Al-mu’tazz  in  Sammerra  when  the  latter 
was  suddenly  proclaimed  the  new  Caliph  in  AH.  251.  As  such,  the  accusation  of  not  having  sworn 
allegiance  (should  this  be  required  at  all),  is  rather  a  weak  reason.  Moreover,  Al-Ya’qubi  attributed 
this  action  to  AH.  252,  which  is  a  date  that  contributes  to  the  weakness  of  this  account.  An  alterna¬ 
tive  reason  for  the  fight  can  be  that  Al-Nawshari  tried  to  win  back  the  governorship  of  Damascus.  In 
my  opinion  the  sequence  of  events  could  have  been: 

-  Ibin  Shaykh  benefitted  from  the  dispute  that  started  in  Iraq  in  AH.  25 1  and  captured  Damascus  in 
support  of  Al-Mu’tazz  and  his  own  personal  ambitions,  but  he  was  not  able  to  hold  it  for  a  long 
time. 

-  He  also  tried  political  manoeuvres,  minting  coins  in  the  name  of  Al-Mu'tazz  was  just  one  of  those. 

-  When  he  did  not  succeed  either  way,  he  returned  from  Sammerra  and  captured  Damascus  in 
AH.  252,  where  he  remained  until  he  was  driven  out  in  AH.  256. 

However,  the  two  opinions  introduced  in  the  pages  of  your  numismatic  bulletin  are  only  attempts  to 
explain  why  Damascus  did  support  Al-Mu’tazz.  I  suppose  that  future  discoveries  might  cast  more  light 
on  the  issues  that  remain  uncertain.  Perhaps  there  is  a  third  explanation.  The  name  Al-Mu'tazz  Billah 
means  either:  a  the  one  who  values  god  highly  or,  b  the  one  that  prides  oneself  in  god.  It  cannot  be  said 
that  it  means  the  one  made  illustrious  by  god.  Miss  Antal  Al-Hussaini,  Damascus.
